‘Two others have apple d for baptism, 
and there are any hopeful neta ‘ers bath 
among Kuropenns and natives. A Chinese ts 
also inquiiing what he shall do to be saved. 

The HinJdoo mentioned above has been in 
the sciiool about seven months, and was former- 
ly a teacher among his countrymen. He a; 
pears bumile and devoted to the cause. ‘Two 
of the Burmans were former!v school-musters, 
and we hope much from their influcnce. Pen 
the most interesting case which | shall mer 
tion, is faithful old Koo-ci.il, the Mursulinan, 
the same who took such wood care of my be 
loved husband and his departed Ann, during 
their dreadful sufferings at Ava.

GOSPEL LIBERALITY. 

The Karens, on hearing of the persecution 
at Rangoon against their brethvea, who wor. 
shipped the Exernal God, unsolicited, collected 
and sent to brother Judson three hundred and 
forty rupees, to redeem them from slavery and 
prison. Afierward on hearing a further ac- 
count of their condition, they collected from 
the christian Karen village called Mattah, forty 
rupees more, which are no doubt recorded in 
Heaven with the widow’s two mites, because 
this they did “ out of their deep poverty” hav- 
ing generally only rice and salt for their food. 

They have also a Burman Home Misston So- | 
ciety, and the receipts of the first year were 
more than sufficient to support a native preach- 
er. And io general, the native disciples do not 
think any sacrifice too great for thei to make, 
in order thatthe gospel may be carried to their 
ration. 

The call for laborers is very urgent indeed, 
and Mrs. Wade thinks if she were in America, 
she would endeavor to persuade the chureh 
where she belonged to send away their Pasior, 
and support him in preaching to the heathen, 
and get along with conference and prayer 
meetings, not doubiing that such a measure en- 
tered into with right feeling would secure the 
favor and blessing ef Lieaven.—Americun 
Baptist.

Stocks produce Defects on grafted Fruit.— 
Stocks that have produced fruit with rotten 
cores, or with water cores, will, in some cases, 
produce the same effect in a smaller degree on 
fruit engrafted onthem, We noticed an apple 
tree that produced water cores in abundance ; 
some of the apples were full of water, which 
could be plainly seen, through the peel. The
